CODDINGTON POINT SOLD 


The United States government now 


owns the whole tract of land at Cod- 
ding ton Point which the Navy De- 
partment has been occupying for some 
months, and the owners have been 
paid the sum of $160,000 for all the 
rights pertaining thereto. The cere- 
mony^of transferring the deeds and 
paying over this large sum of money 
took place on Tuesday afternoon in 
the Mayor's office in the City Hall in 
the presence of quite a large gather- 
ing of interested parties, representing 
the government, the city, the Narra- 
gansett. Bay Realty Company,' and 
persons holding interests in some of 
the lands transferred. This completes 
a deal which has been pending for sev- 
eral years, and in which the whole 
city was interested. 


Before the United States entered 


into the'great War, the Navy Depart- 
ment bad been negotiating with theK 
Narragansett Bay Realty Company 
for the purchase of the large tract of 
land which the latter company owned 
on Coddington Point, for the purpose 
of securing room for an addition to 
the Naval1 Training Station 
here. 


Prices were submitted by the owners, 
but the Navy decided that they were 
^too high. *vTwo different appraisal 
boards made estimates of the value of 
the property, and the Realty Com- 
pany reduced their figures to ?}50,000. 
The Government fixed the sum of 
$100,€00 as their highest offer, and in 
order that' this great development 
might not fall through the city of 
Newport voted to buy the property 
from the Realty Company for the 
sum of $150,000 and sell it to the 
Government for ? 100,000. In other 
words, the City'gave the Government 
550,000 with which to purchase the

The Newport & Providence Street

'Hill Povides Heavy Penalties 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 25.—Work 


on the collection of : 50,000.000,000 
hai been begun by the Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue. This is the estimated 
yield of the new revenue bill. Ine in- 
come tax provisions of the act reach 
the pockethook of every single per- 
son in the United States whose net 
iiH-omo for 1918 was fl.OOO or more, 
and of every married person whose 
nc>; income was $2,000 or more. Per- 
son whose net income equalled or 
exceeded these amounts, according to 
their marital status,-must file a re- 
turn of income with the'collector of 
internal revenue for the district in 
which they live on or before March Jo. 


Here is what will happen to them 


if they don't: for failure to file a 
return on time, a fine of not moro 
than 81,000 and an additional assess- 
ment of 25 per cent, of the amount of 
tax due. 
For "wilfully refusing" to make a 


return on time, a fine not exceeding 
$10,000, or not exceeding one years 
imprisonment, or both. 
For making a false or fraudulent 


return, a fine of not more than $10,000 
or imprisonment for not more than 
one year, or both, together with an 
additional assessment of 60 per cent, 
of the amount of tax evaded. 


For failure to pay the tax on time, 


a fme'of not more than $1,000 and an 
additional assessment of 5 per cent, 
of the amount of tax unp'aid.plus 1 per 
cent, interest for each full month dur- 
ing which it remains unpaid. 
In addition to the 11,000 and ?2,000 


personal exemptions, taxpayers are 
allowed an exemption of ?200 for

A bill was introduced in the State 


House of Representatives on Thursday 
'by Mr. Eaton of Providence, which 
possesses much merit. It is entitled 
"A Bill.' to Promote Americanism," 
and calls" upon all the towns In the 
State ' both.'by evening and day 
•schools,, to, provide for.the teaching 
of the English language free of cost 
to all foreigners who come* to this 
country. Section one of this act'pro- 
vides that one or more public evening 
schools, in,-which attendance shall be 
free for persons resident or employed 
n the town in which such school shall 
be located, and in which the speaking, 
reading and writing of the English 
anguagc shall' be taught for two 
lours oh each of at least one hundred 
nights between the first of September 
and the first of June in each year, 
shall be established and maintained 
i>y the school committee of every town 
in which twenty or moire persons 
more than sixteen years of age who 
cannot speak, read and write the 
English language are resident or em- 
ployed. 


The bill-further provides that every 


person who has completed sixteen 
years of life, and who haa not Com- 
pleted twenty-one years of life,' and 
who cannot speak, read and write the 
English language with reasonable 
facility, and who resides or is em- 
ployed in a town in which the school 
committee has establihed a day con- 
tinuation school for the teaching of 
the English language, or an evening 
school,' shall attend eithVr the day 
continuation school or tile evening 
school at least two hundred hours 
between the .first day of September 
and Ihe first day of June in every year 
until he shall have acquired reasona- 
ble facility m speaking, reading and 
writing the English language in ac- 
cordance with such standards its may 
be established by the State ;board of 
Education.

The sun sinks slowly in the west, 


the trees behind me have sent their 
creeping 
shadows, 
in 
darkening 


streaks, far up the banks on the other 
side of the glen, an evening chilly 
breeze breathes through the valley 
and makes cne aware that ere long the 
sun will be lost behind that little 
island out in the Bay. With reluctant 
teps 1 ascertd the path out of this 
>aiadise—homeward bound. 


At the top of the .bank, 1 turn, to 


monopolizing the conversation of the 
entire car. But, no, my corner of the 
road was reached, and not one human 
being, but myself, dropped from the 
car, which now turned and continued 
its journey eastward, leaving me, 
alone, to continue the trip along the 


' deserted road. 
Five minutes walk 


along this road, which every moment 
offered one more beautiful view of 
Narragansett Bay than the previous 
one, and a.rickety white gate, with 
red posts, told me that the entrance 
to my haven of retreat had been 
gained. 
The trees are dense here, and as one 


winds one's way to the valley beyond, 
one feels, more by the position of the 
trees, than by the" pathway itself, that 
one is passing through what, years 
ago, must have been a stately, ave- 
nae. The glorious afternoon sunlight 
is streaming through the bare branch- 
es, and all along are hummocks of 
' dried brown leaves, which the scurry- 
ing, whirling winds of winter have 
left,-like little haystacks, all along 


. and through the woods.

the trees on either side become so 
regular that it is evident that these 
symmetrical lines of Pine'(now nearly 
40 feet in height) must have been 
the sheltering sides to the roadway 
which led to the water mill in the 
valley fallow.

It surely is more 
a ravine, or a glen, than a valley, for 
it is really the scar, which this lively 
little stream, by years of industry 
has cut so deep into the body of ths 
earth, and which the artist touch oi 
the Great Painter, has embroidered 
with trees to hide the wound. 


Far up one side of the ravine, one 


sees a brilliant streak of verdant 
green reaching, from near the top o: 
the bank down to the water below. Its 
vivid ribbon of color stands out con 
spicuously against the 'greys of the 
locks and the trees, and the russet 
browns of the crumbling earth and 
fallen autumn leaves. Right through 
the center or this emerald patch, a sil-

down the precipitous bank and whose 
. life-giving refreshment has started

Thomas Savage 


Thomas Savaga came from the par- 


ish of St. Albans in Hertfordshire. 
He embarked in the "Planter," of 
which one Tracy was master, April 
2, 1635. He was then 27 years of age. 
In the following January he was ad- 
mitted to the church and was made a 
freeman in May,, 1636. 
In 1037, he 


married Faith, the daughter of Will- 
iam and the celebrated Anne Hutch- 
inson, and accepted the religious 
dogmas of his mother-in-law, and of 
Wheelwright. He was driven out of 
Massachusetts and came to Rhode 
Island, and .was one of the founders 
of this Colony. He signed the orig- 
inal compact at Portsmouth the 7th of 
the 1st mo., 1637-8. He remained in 
Rhode Island but for a short time, 
when he returned to Massachusetts. 
There he became a conspicuous and a 
useful citizen. He was a member of 
both branches of the General Court, 
and a Captain in the Indian Wars. He 
left behind him numerous descendants. 


William Foster 


William Foster was at 
Ipswich 


when he w^s disarmed by order of the 
General Court of Massachusetts Nov. 
20, 1637, and was directed to deliver 
his arms to Sir. Bartholomew. 
Sept. 


6, 1638, he appeared before the Court, 
and was informed that "we conceive 
him not fit to live with us; therefore 
he was invited to depart from the 
General Court in March next." He 
was received as an inhabitant of New- 
port 3d mo., 20th, 1038, and was made 
a freeman of the Colony 1st of 8th 
m:>., 1640. In 1639 he was clerk of 
the train band. He was admitted free 
from Portsmouth in 1658. In the divi- 
sion of lands he was assigned sevcra 
parcels, including the valtey between 
the lands of Mr. Coggeshall and the 
lands of Mr. Brcnton in the south 
part of the island. In 1678, he was a 
petitioner for lands in East Green 
wich. 
In 1G80, he was among tho

Called from 
retirement to take command of the 
government after other premiers had 
failed to measure up to the demands 
of the hour he immediately demon- 
strated in his vigorous handling of 
the situation that he had lost none of 
his earlier fighting qualities.

cause of the Allies was at a low ebb 
when Clemenceau stepped into the 
arena and calmly announced that 
thereafter Marshal Foch would exer- 
cise supreme command of the allied 
armies.' Such was the force of his 
character that nobody had the hardi- 
hood to dispute his decision, and the 
appointment of Foch as generalissimo 
was accepted. 
No other single inci- 


dent of the war contributed so much 
to the allied success as the unified 
command that Clemenceau by sheer 
force of will made a reality. 


Premier Clemenceau's entire life 


has been in the turmoil of politics, 
constantly fighting for the princi- 
ples in which he believed. 
Although 


France was forced to conclude a dis- 
astrous peace with Germany in 1871, 
it was not done with the acquiescence 
of Clemenceau. He was one of the del- 
egates at the negotiations and fought 
to the last against the ceding of Al- 
sace and Lorraine to Germany. "Men 
cannot be bought as slaves in Africa, 
nor sold as serfs in Russia, nor deliv- 
ered like cattle into the bands of Bis- 
marck." Those were his words as he 
raged against the oppression of the 
Iron Chancellor. He has lived to have 
the satisfaction of seeing those states 
returned to France, with himself the 
leader of his country in bringing Ger- 
many to her knees. 


But great as have been the contri- 


butions of the Tiger of France to the 
defeat of Germany it may be truth- 
fully said that at no time has he as 
sumcd a more important role than he 
is riow. playing at the peace confer- 
ence. While there is a difference of 
opinion among the large number of 
conferees on most of the questions, 
they all are. of little significance com- 
pared with the paramount importance 
of the policy to be followed in dealing 
with Germany. On that question tho

SAVED APIA- FROM GERMANS 


Interesting Now to Recall Commander 


Leary's Defiance of Overbearing 


Teuton •Czptain. 


Persons who have said the United 


States had no case against Germany 
prior to the sinking of the Lusltanla 
and events dating from 1914 perhaps 
are unacquainted with the trouble over 
Hie Samonn islands which occurred In 
the eighties. Atlempts by Prince Bis- 
marck, then German chancellor, to 
dominate the Islands, had been frus- 
trated and a German consul had been 
withdrawn after he had caused a crisis 
by raising a German flag over Apia, 
one of the principal cities. Another 
consul, Herr Becker, acting on'his gov- 
ernment's Instructions, again precipi- 
tated trouble by deposing the Samoan 
king and setting up n ruler favorablo 
to German Interest. 
\ 


The climax caiuo when the German 


corvette Adler prepared to shell Apia, 
the natives of which had become hos- 
tile to the Germans. Commander ttlch- 
Brd Leary of the United States gunboat 
Adnms had been In the vicinity of the 
Islands expecting trouble. An account 
of what happened Is a tribute to the 
courage of the American navy. It fol- 
lows: 


"At the appointed hour, the Adler 


steamed out with the German ensign 
flying at tier peak. The Adams follow- 
ed closely at her heels. 
Soon the Adler 


slowed down lind swung into position, 
so as to bring her broadside guns to 
bear on the helpless, village.

MISSION OF OYSTER SHELL 


Not Given to Supply Grit, but to 


Make Bone, Muscle and Feathers 


—Help Out Ration. 


Many poultry growers, 
especially 


beginners, have the Impression that 
oyster shells make a good grit for 
fowls, but such Is not the case. Oyster 
shells, in some respects do help to 
grind the fowl's food, but the chief 
mission is to make bone, muscle and 
feathers. They form the shell of the 
egg, or assist in this matter nnd at the 
same time old In making a complete 
ration when fowls are fed charcoal 
and grit together with their grain ra- 
tions. It you keep them before tlio 
hens and do not feed fat-producing 
feeds, they will prevent soft-shelled 
eggs and keep them frorh acquiring 
the egg-eating habit, which Is one of 
the greatest losses ever experienced 
by any poultryman. In almost every 
feed given to fowls we find a shortage 
of ash. The oyster shells supply this 
waat of ash and the hens lay their 
full quota of eggs. 


VIGOROUS HEN FOR BREEDING 


Fowl That Lays Well All Winter Unfit 


for That Purpose—Chicks 


Not Strong. ,• 


The old hens I use for breeders are 


selected early in the winter months 
and penned to themselves. In select- 
ing hens for breeders, the first point I 
consider is vigor. A hen that doea not 
^show an appearance of vigor Is re- 
jected, no matter how many fancy 
points she scores. 


The old hens are fed a maintenance 


ration—that Is, a ration that will keep 
them well nourished without unduly 
stimulating egg1 production, lly ex- 
perience is that a hen that lays well 
all winter is unfit for the breeding 
pen, says p. writer In an exchange. 
Her eggs will not usually run high In 
• fertility, and the chicks that hatch will 
not be strong. The reason for tills Is 
that heavy egg production is weaken- 
ing, and that the hen cannot Impart 
to her offspring a strong, vigorous con- 
stitution when she herself is In a 
weakened condition. 


A month before eggs are wanted for 


hatching I gradually work the hens 
back to a laying ration. Beef scrap Is 
added to the mash and the ration Is 
made less bulky in character. My er- 
perience is that when these hens do 
commence laying, they lay much bet- 
ter than the ones that laid well all 
winter. And they are much less likely 
to go broody at the time when eggs 
are especially wanted for breeding. 


PULLETS HATCHED IN SPRING 


Eggs Can Be Assured From Fowls in 


Fall—Proper Housing and Feed- 


infj of Importance, 


Poultry owners who wish to obtain 


eggs In the fall and early winter should 
arrange to hatch tlieir pullets in March 
or April, say specialists in the depart- 
ment of agriculture, Washington, D. C. 
Birds hatched In March or April will 
be well matured In the fall. The rest 
!s n matter of proper housing, feeding, 
and handling. 
The chicken house 


should be comfortably warm, well ven- 
tilated, and clean. The feed shculd 
include beef scrap or similar material. 
There should be temptation to exer- 
cise In scratching over clean litter on 
the floor.

A VISIT FROM THE INDIANS 


' Admiral de Ternay and General 
Rochambeau once entertained a party 
of eighteen Indians to encourage them 
in their neutrality. 
General Schuyler 


made the selection of the deputation 
and the story is told as follows in 
Stone's book, "Our French Allies." 


"Of these Indians, thirteen were 


Oneidas and Tuscaroras and five were 
Canawagas from Canada. 
On their 


journey they passed through Provi- 
dence and were entertained at the "Al- 
drich Hotel," then one of the most 
popular hostelries of the town, with 
their interpreter, Mr. James Dean, 
they reached Newport August twenty- 
ninth and were received with distin- 
guished consideration by the French 
commanders and by General Heath. 
On the day of their arrival they dined 


a beautiful young Newport belle, was 
most frequently seen.. 


.Many of the officers would gallop 


over the island'to see the picturesque 
scenery. 
On their return, they were 


often invited-to take tea at the man- 
sion of John Wanton, Esq., son of 
Sovernor Wanton, .where Admiral^de 
feinay *\vas quartered.

LAST HONORS 


Admiral dc Ternay was buried 


with high military honors, suitable 
to his rank, on the sixteenth of De- 
cember, 1780, in Trinity Churchyard. 
The 
long procession, preceded 
b> 


twelve priests chanting the Roman 
Catholic; burial service, presented the 
most imposing funeral scene ever wit- 
nessed in Newport. The remains wera 
borne to the grave by a select number 
of French sailors from his own flag- 
ship. Torches ere carried, as the fu- 
neral was at twilight. The coffin was 
sadly lowered into the grave. 
The 


troops gave their last tribute to their 
brave commander, and left him to 
sleep in American soil under the pro^ 
testing care of the American flag. 


In 178% a handsome tablet of mar- 


ble, setting forth in Latin the rank 
and services of the deceased, was pre- 
pared by the King of France and sent 
to Newport. It arrived in 1785, to be 
placed upon the wall in the interior of 
the chuvch, but no space could be 
found large enough, so it was erect- 
ed, early in July, over the Admiral's 
grave. Later it was taken away and 
pat in the vestibule of Trinity Church, 
th.it it might be preserved.
